DOCKS OPERATING

The largest coal docks along the 
Ohio river from Pittsburgh to the 
Mississippi started operations at the 
plant of the Weirton Steel company, 
last week. The handling equipment, 
which with all the necessary machin­ 
ery including barges, cost almost a 
mullion dollars Is part of the grow­ 
ing use of river transportation by 
manufacturers along the Ohio. Inci­ 
dentally it w llUjnean a saving ol 
thousands of dollars annually by the 
company in transporting coal from Ifs 
mines near Brownsville, Pa., on the 
Monongahela river, where a smaller 
dock wa* built for loading the fuel. 
The unloading dock la 400 feet long 
and is 38 feet from mean water level 
to the top of the concrete work. This 
is surrounded by a steel tower IOO feet 
in height. From the beam projecting 
over the water Is operated a steel 
bucket 
which drops to the loaded 
barges and removes coal in four ton 
bitea, carries it up and in towards the 
bank dropping it into a funnel-like 
bin.

More stupendous than the fortunes themselves is the responsibility 
that goes with them. The power wielded by the man with a mil­ 
lion a year carries with it burdens unbearable by small men. It is 
quite likely that they are not being comfortably borne by all the 
seventy five. 
There is no question that money greases the wheels of life, 
makes many things easier. That is why we are all working for 
enough to live on and a bit more for the lubrication. 
But after all, life itself imposes limits on what one may use. A 
man can eat only so much, wear only so many clothes, sleep so 
many hours o’nights. The man of the million income has very 
little more chance at solid comfort and real fun than the man on 
$3 ,000, which is the average income. He hasn’t any nicer w’ife and 
children, any jollier home, any njore hours for reading good books 
or going to shows.

countries has shown that the ggeat 
waste of life and of vitality which oc­ 
curs in connection with childbirth and 
the early months of life may be large­ 
ly prevented. Investigation had shown 
both the extent of this problem and 
effective methods of control when, in 
1921, through the passage of the Ma­ 
te rn ity and Infancy Act, Congress 
made it possible to initiate upon a 
national scale a program for the im­ 
provement of maternal and infant 
health. 
Purely Educational. 
This Act operates in the field of 
public health in practically the same 
way that Federal aid is used in the 
fields 
vocational education, agricul­ 
tural extension, anti good roads.

D e f e n s e Fails to Shake Story of John Stillwell, 
W ho Says He Saw M arks W hen Mrs. Frances 
Stevens Hall Raised Her Veil to Blow Her 
Nose.

“ She told me aho thought more of Rev. Hall’s little finger 
than she did of Jirtimy Mills’ (hor husband) whole hand.” 
Mrs. Barnhardt took the stand shortly after John Stillw ell 
who drovo the hoarse at Hr. Hall's funeral, testified that he saw 
scratches on the face of Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall, the rector's 
A’idow at tho burial ground in Brooklyn.

"Did you ever observe how they re­ 
garded each other?” Prosecutor Alex­ 
ander Simpson naked. 
"Well, I noticed that they seemed 
to think a great deal of each other.” 
She said that one day her sister 
told her of her love for the pastor and 
of his love for her and said as soon 
as her daughter, Charlotte, was out of 
school, that she and the pastor were 
going to run away to Japan. 
"Why to Japan?” asked Simpson. 
"Well, Rev. HaU liked Japan and 
he wanted her to seo It." 
Charlotte would have been out of 
school a year after the times Mrs. 
Mills told of her planned elopment, 
the witness said. 
"W hat word did she use to describ­ 
ing her state of affections for Dr. 
Hall?” Simpson asked. 
"She 
said she loved him,”

A review of the field of preventive 
medicine and public health during the 
present century indicates a developing 
appreciation of the importance of the 
can y years of Infant y and of the natal 
and prenatal period. 
The experience 
of progressive communities in the 
United Slates and of certain foreign 
countries has shown that the £*eat 
waste of life aud of vitality which oc­ 
curs in connection with childbirth and 
the early months of life may be large­ 
ly prevented. Investigation had shown 
both the extent of this problem and 
effective methods of control when, in 
1921, through the passage of the Ma­ 
t e r n i t y and Infancy Act, Congress 
made it possible to Initiate upon a 
national scale a program for tho im­ 
provement of m aternal 
aud 
infant 
health. 
Purely Educational. 
This Act operates in the field of 
public health in practically the same 
way that Federal aid is Used in the 
fields pf vocational education, agricul­ 
tural extension, and good roads. 
Ap­ 
proximately one and a qu arter million 
dollars is available for distribution 
throughout the Stales, and most of 
tills is matched dollar for dollar by 
stat$ funds, fifty thousand dollars be­ 
ing 
apportioned 
to 
the 
Children's 
Bureau 
for 
administrative 
and 
re­ 
search purposes. 
Tile purpose of the Maternity and 
Infancy Act is purely atfucationul. No 
money or benefit is gives* to any moth­ 
er and neither is any spent for lands 
or buildings. 
In all tile work carried 
on under the Act an effort has been 
made to promote public health educa­ 
tion and the awakening of such local 
and individual interest in the program 
that the work, once initiated, will be 
carried on by the local community it­ 
self. 
Since the passage of the Act in 1921 
the States have become more and 
more interested and there are now J 
forty-three cooperating, 
as well as 
Hawaii. 
The only States not cooper­ 
ating under this law are Connecticut,
